1 . (Currently amended) A feminine sanitary protection device for use with an 

undergarment, comprising: 

a liquid impermeable outer cover having a central longitudinal axis, and including a top 
edge, a bottom edge, a first side edge and a second side edge, a first side section between the 
first side edge and the central longitudinal axis, and a second side section between the second 
side edge and the central longitudinal axis. 

a first frangible line in the first side section of the outer cover, and a second frangible 
line in the second side section of the outer cover, 

a liquid permeable liner and an absorbent medium are integrally joined with the outer 
cover to fonn a liquid absorbent device, at least the liquid absorbent medium being located 
between the first frangible line and the second frangible line, 

a release strip adhesive on the outer cover, and 

a removable release strip applied to the release strip adhesive, such that the release 
strip adhesive Is between the release strip and looatod on an oxtorior curfaoQ of t he outer cover, 
wherein 

the liquid absorbent device being folded so the outer cover fomis the exterior of the 
folded liquid absorbent device such that, upon removal of portions of the outer cover outboard 
the frangible lines, unfolding the liquid absorbent device, removing the release strip ^o expose 
the release strip adhesive , and aee-ef - aoolving t he liquid absorbent device on the 
■ ■nripmarment using the release strip adhesive to secu re the feminine sanitary protection 
device to the underaamient. a remaining portion of the outer cover, integrally joined with the 
liquid permeable liner and the absorbent medium, forms a liquid impemneable layer of the liquid 
absorbent device with the outer cover being located between the liquid permeable liner and the 
absorbent medium and the undergarment. 

2. (Original) The device of claim 1 further comprising a first joining element in the first 
side section, and a second joining element in the second side section. 
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3. (Original) The device of claim 2 wherein the first joining element and the second 
joining element join respective portions of the folded outer cover together. 

4. (Original) The device of claim 1 wherein each frangible line is in generally overlapping 
alignment with itself. 

6. (Original) The device of claim 2 wherein the first frangible line is between the first 
joining element and the central longitudinal axis, and the second frangible line is between the 
second joining element and the central longitudinal axis.

7. (Previously presented) The device of claim 5 further comprising a vaginal insertion 
device placed with the liquid absorbent device. 

8. (Cun^ntly amended) A feminine sanitary protection device for use with an 

undergarment, comprising: 

a liquid impermeable outer cover having a central longitudinal axis, and including a top 
edge, a bottom edge, a first side edge and a second side edge, a first side section between the 
first side edge and the central longitudinal axis, and a second side section between the second 
side edge and the central longitudinal axis, 

a.means in the first side section and in the second side section for removing at least a 
portion of the first side section and at least a portion of the second side section from the outer 
cover, 

a liquid pemieable liner and an absorbent medium are integrally joined with the outer 
cover to form a liquid absorbent device, 

a release strip adhesive on the outer cover, and 

a removable release strip applied to the relaase strip a dhesive, such that the release 
strip adhesive la between tha release strip and t ooatod on an oxtorior curfaco of t he outer cover, 
wherein 

the liquid absorbent device being folded so the outer cover forms the exterior of the 
folded liquid absorisent device such that, upon removal of at least a portion of the first side 
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section and at least a portion of the second side section from the outer cover, unfolding the 
liquid absorbent device, removing the release strip to expose release strip adhesiye. and 
U6e-ef.aEElyiQa.the liquid absorbent device on the undergarment, using the release strip 
adhesive to secure the feminine sanitary pro tection device to the underqarmppl a remaining 
portion of the outer cover, integrally joined with the liquid permeable liner and the absorbent 
medium, forms a liquid impermeable layer of the liquid absorbent device with the outer cover 
being located between the liquid penneable liner and the absorbent medium and the 
undergarment 

9. (Original) the device of claim 8 further comprising means in the first side section 
and in the second side section for joining respective portions of the folded outer cover together. 

10. (Original) The device of claim 8 wherein the liquid absorbent device with its outer 
cover is tri-folded. 

11. (Original) The device of claim 9 wrtierein the removing means Is between the 
joining means.

1 3. (Original) The device of claim 8 wherein the removing means includes a first 
frangible line in the first side section, and a second frangible line in the second side section. 

14. (Original) The device of daim 1 3 wherein each the frangible line includes 
perforations in the outer cover. 

15. (Original) The device of claim 8 further comprising a vaginal insertion device placed 
vwth the liquid absortient device.

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29. (Currently amended) A feminine sanitary protection device for use with an 
undergarment, comprising; 

a liquid impermeable outer cover having a central longitudinal axis, and including a top 
edge, a bottom edge, a first side edge and a second side edge, a first side section between the 
first side edge and the central longitudinal axis, and a second side section between the second 
side edge and the central longitudinal axis, 

a first frangible line in the first side section of the outer cover, and a second frangible line 
in the second side section of the outer cover, 

a liquid permeable liner and an absorbent medium joined with the outer cover to form a 
liquid absorbent device, at least the liquid absorbent medium being located between the first 
frangible line and the second frangible line, 

a release strip adhesive on the outer cover, a nd 

a removable release strip a pplied to the r elease strip adhesive, such that the release strip 
adhesive is between the release strio and looat o d on an oxtorior c urfaco of the outer cover, 
wherein 

the liquid absorbent device being folded so the outer cover fomns the exterior of the folded 
liquid absorbent device such that, upon removal of portions of the outer cover outboard the 
frangible lines, unfolding the liquid absorbent device, removing the release stri p t9 ^xposethe 
release strip adhesive , using the release strip adhe sive to secure the feminine sanitary 
protection device to the undeiqamfient . and placom e nt adjacent tho - undorgannent for uoo of 
thd l i qu i d j bc nriaont tlnvirf' ■mrinrgnrmont. a remaining portion of the outer cover is 
adhered to the liquid permeable liner and the absottent medium, the remaining portion fomis a 
liquid impermeable layer of the liquid absorbent device with the outer cover being located 
between the liquid penneable liner and the absorbent medium and the undergannent. 

30. (Previously presented) The device of claim 29 further comprising a first joining 
element in the first side section, and a second joining element in the second side section 
wherein the first joining element and the second joining element join respective portions of the 
folded outer cover together. 
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31 . (Previously presented) The device of claim 29 wherein each frangible 

generally overlapping alignment with itself. 



32. (Previously presented) The device of claim 29 further comprising a first joining 
element In the first side section, and a second joining element In the second side section 
Wherein the first frangible line is lietween the first joining element and the central longitudinal 
axis, and the second frangible line is between the second joining element and the central 
longitudinal axis.

34. (Previously presented) A feminine sanitary protection device for use with an 

urKlergarment, comprising: 

a liquid impermeable outer cover having a central longitudinal axis, and including a top 
edge, a bottom edge, a first side edge and a second side edge, a first side section between the 
first side edge and the central longitudinal axis, and a second side section between the second 
side edge and the central longitudinal axis, 

means in the first side section and in the second side section for removing at least a 
portion of the first side section and at least a portion of the second side section from the outer 
cover, and 

a liquid permeable liner and an absorbent medium are integrally joined with the outer 
cover to form a liquid absorbent device, and 

a vaginal insertion device in contact with the liquid permeable liner, wherein 
the liquid absorbent device and the vaginal insertion device being folded together so the 
outer cover fonrjs the exterior of the folded liquid absort)ent device such that, upon removal of at 
least a portion of the first side section and at least a portion of the second side secUon from the 
outer cover, unfolding the liquid absort)ent device, and use of the liquid absorbent device on the 
undergamient, a remaining portion of the outer cover, integrally joined with the liquid permeable 
liner and the absorbent medium, fomis a liquid impermeable layer of the liquid absorbent device 
with the outer cover being located between the liquid permeable liner and the absorbent 
medium and the undergarment 
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35. (Previously presented) The device of claim 34 wherein the removing means 
includes a first frangible line in the first side section, and a second frangible line in the second 
side section. 

36. (Currently amended) The device of claim 35 wherein each the^rangible line 
includes perforations in the outer cover. 
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
